Chicago and Cook county motor­ 
ists Rave demonstrated their poli­ 
tical power in no uncertain terms 
by piling up a m ajority of more 
than 90,000 votes for the $15,000,- 
000 road widening 
and improve­ 
ment bond issue, county, state and 
city officials declared last night 
after receiving final returns from 
county towns and the city. 
As a consequence, they added, 
the widening of the old congested 
pavements leading into Chicago to 
40 feet, the building of new 40 foot 
pavements, and construction of new 
gateway roads called for in the 
joint $32,000,000 program for Cook 
county has become first on the list 
of importance of Chicago improve­ 
ments in 1927. 
Surveys and grading 
work for 
the widenings and new pavements 
on 535 miles of state and county 
roads in Cook county and the gate­ 
way streets in Chicago which meet 
the main roads and carry traffic 
through the city, will be .started at 
once and the first widened pave­ 
ments opened to traffic early in i 
the summer of 1927.

Tax Amendment Lacks Majority 
Defeat of the state tax amend­ 
ment because it lacks a m ajority 
of all votes c a s t became a virtual 
certainty on the face of complete 
Cook county and partial downstate 
returns. 
All of the other 
little 
ballot proposals, including daylight 
savings and the leasing of the 
Jllinois-Michigan canal 
right of 
way, were victorious. 
Although the tax 
proposal, by 
the latest count, is leading by a 
m argin of 395,127 to 318,551, it 
falls fin4 short of having the votes 
of 51 per cent of tnose who went 
to the polls, which, under the law, 
is necessary to change the consti­ 
tution. 
The upset of the proposal, which 
was designed to give the legisla­ 
ture freer power in levying taxes, 
comes as an unexpected blow to 
its proponents, who, from early 
returns, believed it successful. 
In 
Chicago the issut* was 
sharply 
fought, dividing civic and business 
clubs and breaking party lines. 
Out of the 3,334 precincts down­ 
state, 1,380 gave 127,494 for the 
amendm ent and 95,233 against. Its 
lead in Cook county was 267,630 
to 233,318. 
There 
were 828,151 
senatorial votes cast in the county. 
Drys of state call Brennan’s defeat 
Victory 
The drys of Illinois were jubilant 
last night. 
Through election re ­ 
sults were not complete, the Illin­ 
ois Anti-Saloon league, 
through 
its superintendent, George B. Saf­ 
ford, declared: “ We not only have 
held our ground in this g reat test 
of prohibition but have made con­ 
siderable headway.” 
Tile defeat of Brennan and the 
election of Smith was the greatest, 
accomplishment of the fight, Mr. 
Safford said. The senatorial result, 
coupled with the vote on the anti- 
Yolstead referendum gave “gre^t 
cheer and encouragement,” to the 
Illinois Anti-Saloon league, he de­ 
clared. 
Claim Wet Strategy Blocked 
“Drys consider that by defeating 
Brennan they 
have blocked wet, 
strategy and put a crimp in the- 
wets’ national 
plans for several 
years to come,” Salford’s state­ 
ment said. 
“ Brennan carried Chicago by a 
much smaller vote than we antici­ 
pated. We credited him with a m a­ 
jority in Chicago and Cook coun­ 
ty of approximately 150,000 where 
as he had a m ajority of only 85,- 
000 over Smith which was easily 
overcome by the 
large majority 
Smith received from the rest of 
the state.
